The President’s Message- 

The style of the Message is an improvement 
on the piece which Mr. Pierce "spoke’’ last 
spring, though this is not a little spiced with a 
boyish grandiloquence, wholly out of place in 
a grave State paper. It is pre-eminently non¬ 
committal on all great questions of public in¬ 
terest except that of slavery. There the power 
that made him is again well obeyed. In bis 
inaugural he declared that he would adminis¬ 
ter the government on the principle that slave¬ 
ry stands .in the Constitution, on the same 
ground as "any other admitted right." The 
same false and deadly poison is sifted in again. 
In his chapter of fatherly exhortations and ad- 
i monitions en this matter, ho hopes that there 
may be a “zealous rivalry of all good citizens, 
and a determination that each one of the States, 
its institutions, its welfare, and domestic peace, 
shall be held alike secure under the sacred 
tegis of the constitution.” 

That is, when stripped of verbal disguise, it 
is my duty, and that of “all good citizens,” 
with “zealous'Tiralry” to take care of Slavery. 
That is now the corner stone of Pierce Democ- 

He reiterates Ids fidelity to Stale rights.— 
Then what business has the President with the 
protection of “State institutions ?” Who would 
fail to see the arrogant impertinence were he to 
talk of taking care of our institutions in Maine 
—our schools, our Reform School, our State 
Courts ? Every farmer in the State would tell 
him that the administration of th e federal gov¬ 
ernment was his business, and he would do 
welt to let our Slate affairs alone, at least, till 
called upon for help. 

It is evident that these fine words about State 
rights, were intended to divert attention from 
his gross violation of them in the fugitive act, 
and in the embrace of the infernal system of 
State oppression to the national heart. Could 
he suppose the country incapable of perceiv¬ 
ing such a trick ? 

The President ax Official Agent of Pi¬ 
rates !—But his endorsement and recommend¬ 
ation of the claims of Spanish pirates is out¬ 
rageous. It is quite enough to provide for our 
own at home. We will not trust to pen to de¬ 
scribe our disgust—our sense of personal and 
public insult and degradation at that part of the 
Message. No President, we think ho officer of 
the government, had ever before done more 
than debase his office enough to send this claim 
before Congress. But now we have a Presi¬ 
dent of the United States willing not only to 
become the voluntary agent of foreign pirates— 
proved such in our own courts—a “catchpole 
of foreign slave stealers,” as John. Q Adams 
said, but without a blush of shame to stand 
before the country and the civilized world as 
official endorser of the justice of the de¬ 
mand !—and calling for $80,000 from the peo¬ 
ple’s pockets to pay it I 

He could forget even to allude to the hun¬ 
dreds of northern men, seine dying in poor- 
houses for want of what their government had 
pledged them on the ground of French spolia¬ 
tions more than half a century ago, but kept 
back by the knavery of the slave power—all 
this is not named; but those Cuban land sharks 
are not forgotten ! They are special favorites. 

Some sixteen or seventeen years ago a cargo 
of Africans just arrived from the coast, were 
reshipped for another part of Cuba. During 
this time, under the heroic lead of Cinque, 
another Leonidas, they rose, took possession of 
the vessel—steered for home in Africa, but in a 
few days found themselves on the coast of 
Connecticut. Here they were seized by the 
United States authorities,"and held before its 
courts in spite of every effort of the Spaniards 
claiming them, of the slave power, and of the 
\ an Buren administration to give them up, not 
as property—but as murderers, for that was the 
claim. At last the Supreme Court, slavebold- 
ing as it is, declared them guiitv of no crime 
known to the laws—set th em f reCj and phi ] an _ 
thropy returned them to their own land. Thev 
could not speak a syllable of any language on 
earth except that of a native African tribe.thns 
proving that they were lately kidnapped, and 
their claimants piretes by the laws of both 
Spain and the United States. 

But their slaveholding brethren have en¬ 
couraged these pirates to persist in this claim 
for damage; and at last we have a President so 
servile, so devoid of all appreciation of public 
morality and honor, so utterly dead to any de¬ 
cent respect for the opinions of mankind, as to 
urge Congress to pay those unhung villains 
$8D,000, endorse their piracy, and make the 


nation their accomplice ! And this is Pierce 
democracy, approved by universal acclamation. 
Thus speaks the Chief Magistrate of this Chris¬ 
tian Nation to a listening world I But we leave 
to the indignant grief of others what we have 
no language to express.

At daybreak several brass pieces proclaimed on 
the Hill the welcome news to the drowsy city, 
and at 9 o’clock the bells repeated the an¬ 
nouncement. From early dawn crow ds of citi¬ 
zens visited the wharf, schools wqre dismissed, 
flags displayed, and congratulation was on the 
countenances of all. A celebration dinner was 
given by the Board of Trade, Tuesday, at 4 1 -2 
P. M. Very enthusiastic. Report next week. 

The Sarah Sands is a stout iron propeller, of 
some 1400 tons She brought a good list of 
passengers, and those bound for Canada left in 
the cars Saturday afternoon, two guns from the 
steamer bidding them good-bye as the ears leit. 
Some of her freight was for this oily, but the 
larger part for Canada.

Much complaint has been made because all 
the papers in the Stale were not allowed pay 
for publishing the doing3 of the Extra Session.

While 
other seivice of the State charges perhaps §5 
per day, and sells gun houses to pay it, printers 
are cut down to a sum that would scarcely pay 
their board bills.

Here I am, on the borders of the largest 
prairie of the West. Have just returned from 
an interesting excursion on horseback, in com¬ 
pany with my old friend and schoolmate, Sum¬ 
ner Itobinson, who left the State of Maine a 
little more than two years ago'to seek a fortune 
in the West. He has not told me whether he 
has found that fortune or not, but one thing I 
am sure he has found—one of the most desira¬ 
ble locations in all the western country, and 
such a country for farming ! Were I to tell 
half,—ve3 not more than half of what is really 
true of this part of the country, the readers of 
the Inquirer would not believe me; fur how 
can one who has been accustomed to regard six 
acres of com as a great jield, and who knows 
the amount of labor that it takes to tend such a 
field in the Stale of Maine, understand bow it- 
is possible for one man in Illinois to tend thirty 
acres of corn, doing with his own hands the 
planting, hoeing and harvesting. Yet 1 have 
to-day seen a man who has raised this year 
twelve hundred bushels of corn, three hundred 
bushels of wheat, and some five hundred of 
oats, besides a large lot of potatoes, and almost 
any quantity of garden sauce. And all the 
help he has had is one man in the month of 
June, ("while he was breaking Wild prairie,) and 
a little boy of ten years of age. This is a big 
story, but it is nevertheless true. A much 
larger one could be told, without going beyond 
the word of truth. 

I find here a very pleasant neighborhood. 
Good society, and as good schools as can be 
found in any country place in Maine; indeed, 
some twenty or thirty families are from Maine, 
all in this immediate neighborhood, settled 
along near the timber lands, with the rich and 
almost boundless prairie spread out before 
them, with its millions and millions of acres 
that never felt the ploughshare inviting them 
to labor, with the assurance that they shall 
reap an abundant harvest. Corn enough might 
be raised on the prairies of Illinois to feed the 
whole world with Johnny cakes. And well 
may we exclaim to the world- 

come from cv’erv iintion m.n.

What a shame that so much of this land, to 
which every, msn is just as much entitled as he 
is to the air he breathes, should be in the 
hands of speculators. Wild prairie is selling 
here from $84 to $10 per acre, while improved 
lands are worth from $12 to $25. Whether 
lands will continue to sell at tho«r, V. B J, 

•or not, is a question which time alone can de¬ 
cide, But I am inclined to the opinion that 
lands will sell lower within two years than they 
can be purchased at the present time. Money 
has been unusually easy in this part of the 
country during the last year, and many have 
dipped largely into land speculation. If there 
should be a tight time in the money market, 
land must come down. I am told by those 
who have lived here, and have lived here for 
the last ten years, that it is very healthy. 
The fever and ague is troublesome on the bot¬ 
tom lands along the Illinois and Vermillion 
Rivers, but is scarcely known on tj^e high lands 
or prairies. 

Two of us started early yesterday morning, 
on fleet ponies, and rode some fifteen miles in 
a southerly direction. It being a cloudy day, 
we had to depend as much upon the compass 
for our direction as the mariner at sea. The 
prairie does not look exactly as I hnd supposed ; 
not so level, lays much more in ridges, or rathtr 
in regular swells. In riding across it, you will 
pass over a mils perhaps of land raised a little 
above the general level. Then you will cross 
a lower strip, called here Slews,” (sloughs) 
but even this low land is dry the most of the 
season. In these sloughs we found grass, the 
top of which we could not reach from the 
hacks of our horses. Game of all kinds abound 
here—deer, wild geese, prairie hens, quail and 
ducks enough to make any old hunter laugh. 
Upon the whole, this is enlly a fine country, 
and I would like to see many of my friends 
who are toiling, year in and year out, on fifty 
aeres of lantf in Maine, just making the two 
ends of the year meet, and like the man who 
commenced with nothing, u holding their own," 
and no more, out here cultivating some of these 
broad acres, that would yield them a rich re¬ 
ward for their labor. As it is, emigrants from 
the old world are taking possession of the very 
garden spot gf our country.

Washburn's resolution, affirming the power of 
Congress to eonstrucl'Railrnads through the 
territories of the United States, which, after 
considerable discussion, wa3 ordered to be laid 
on the table, by a vote of ] 18 yeas to 74 navs.

FOREI GN NEWS. 

ARRIVAL OF THE ROYAL MAIL 
STEAMSHIP ASIA ! 

From the Seat of War ! Skirmishes on the 

Danube ! Successes of the Turks in Asia.' 

New Conference Proposed 

New York, Dec. 14. 

The Royal Mail Steamship Asia, from 
Liverpool 11 A. M., Dec. 3d, arrived at 
this port at half past 5 this evening. 

Russia and Turkey.— The news is inter¬ 
esting. 

No movement of magnitude had occurred 
along the Danube, but continual skirmishes 
were being made between small parties of 
troops, sometimes with a pretty severe loss 
as at Moknan Islands, off Giurcevo, and at 
Kirsovas wltora tiro C™ 

In Asia Ihe Turkish success continues 
brilliant, they having captured the fitst- 
class fortresses of Souchun Kale and Usur- 
gheltic. 

Operations have commenced on a small 
scale on the Black Sea. Turkish steamers 
have captured the Russian frigate Wladi- 
mer, and a Russian ship has taken an Egypt¬ 
ian steamer of 10 guns after a desperate 
resistance. 

The Anglo-French fleet remains idle at 
its anchorage. 

It is understood that Austria has proposed 
a new conference at Vienna, London or 
Paris. The European powers are said to 
be favorable to the proposition, and Russia 
and Turkey will bo invited to send delegates. 

The Turks after the 20th of November 
will seize. Russian ships, and the Russians 
after the 22d will seize Turkish shipping. 

The whole of the Polish army had march¬ 
ed to the Principalities. 

The Turks for several nights bombarded 
the Russian position at Giurgeyo, but they 
were finally dislodged by the artillery under 
Gen. Termsdorff. 

Gen. Baraguay D’HiJliers, of France, in 
his audience with the- Sultan, pointed out 
the necessity of putting an end to the de¬ 
mands of Russia, and declared that the Dan- 
ubian Principalities must life evacuated. 

Latest advices assert that six French and 
six English steamers were about to enter 
the Black Sea. 

In consequence of the continued heavy 
rains along the whole lower Danube, the 
making-ot extended militaryoperations is im¬ 
possible. Both Russian & Turkish comman¬ 
ders were getting their troops undercover. 
Omar Pacha had marched the bulk of his 
troops hack to the quarters they occupied 
previous to the crossing the Danube. The 
Turks, however, had formed an intrench¬ 
ed camp between Kalafat and Kiajova. 

The 4th and 5th Russian reserve corps 
are moving to the seat of war. 

On the 24th of November, Gen. Schamyl 
and Ismael Pacha were to make a simulta¬ 
neous attack on the Russian lines. The re¬ 
sult is not known yet. 

Omah Pacha has intercepted a letter from 
Mensehikoff to Gorlschakoff, advising him 
to keep quiet in the principalities. 

"Fifty pieces of artillery had been sent to 
Adrianople. 

Russia is said to have required from Eng¬ 
land the recall of Admiral Slade and Capt. 
Borlase, now in command in the Turkish 
fleets, both of whom hold commissions in 
the British navy. 

The anniversay of the Polish Revolution 
was held in London on the 29th. Ledru 
Rollin addressed the meeting. 

Clolera had made its appearance in the 
City of Cork. 

It is reported that an alliance, offensive 
and defensive, has been entered into between 
England, France, Spain, and Sardinia.

ITse of Gas Lime in Agriculture- 

Ting article 1ms never lieen extensively 
used in this part of the country as n manure, 
but in England it has Been found to be not 
only to he an efficient fertilizer of the soil, 
but a cheap manure. 

Persons wishing to try it can obtain any 
quantity at the Gas House in this city. 

The "following articles from an English 
papei shows the extent it has in that country. 

The occasional use of fresh-burnt lime on 
land is a practice found to he of great bene¬ 
fit.—The action of fresh-burnt or quicklime 
may lie said to he that it kills vermin ; de¬ 
stroys mosses in boggy land ; sets free pot¬ 
ash,'that is found in Clayey -soils, or injsoils 
of gravelly lands, which can then be appro¬ 
priated by the plant; and rectifies or pre¬ 
vents the too rapid dissolving of vegetable 
matter, which in some lands would lie injuri¬ 
ous to vegetation. 

Gas lime differs very materially from quick, 
lime in its properties, but has nevertheless 
some qualities tp commcu with it when ap¬ 
plied to land. 

Quick lime is used for purifying eoal gas. 
It takes from the impure gas the sulphur 
which it contains, and another gas called 
carbonic acid. It is the mixture of the sul¬ 
phur with tiie lime which makes gas lime 
so valuable as a manure for land. The lime 
and sulphur so mixed are called sulphuret 
of lime, and this substance, when exposed 
to the atmosphere and rain, changes into 
salt called sulphate of lime, being a com¬ 
pound made from sulphuric acid or oil of 
vitriol aud lime. 

Nearly all plants contain lime in one form 
or another. Turnips, clover, cabbages, and 
carrots, contain it in very large quantity as 
compared to many other vegetables. 

Nearly all soils contain lime in some form, 
but many soils do not contain it in the form 
of sulphate of iTme. In the form sulphate, 
lime is particularly advantageous 10 some 
plants, as, for instance, the clover, which 
contains a large quantity of this salt. It is a . 
uractice in many places to sprinkle clover 
fields vyith gypsum,or piaster ot Paris, which 
is sulphate of lime,and by this means the 
crop lias been much increased. 

Independently of its being a part of 
plants, and so necessary to their growth, 
sulphate oT lime acts another important 
part. It has the property affixing ammonia, 
by forming sulphate of ammonia, the same 
salt that was formod by mixing oil of-vitriol 
and hartshorn in the experiment named at 
uagjiJUso that the amnionia, which fulls 
vegetable matter putrifies, is held in the soil 
when, the land 1ms been spread with sul¬ 
phate of lime. I* the object in using gas 
lime be to destroy or prevent vermin, it 
should be used fresh from the gas works, 
and spread on the land alone, or very slight¬ 
ly mixed with sand or soil before it is spread. 

It has when fresh a very offensive smell, 
and is in this suite poisonous to insects, and 
drives them away or destroys them. If 
ploughed iDto laud intended for root crops, 
it prevents grubs attacking the crop ; atld in 
case of turnips, if spread on the land imme¬ 
diately after they are sown, they will he 
free from the attack of the turnip fly. So 
on lawns, for the destruction of worms, it is 
useful when applied fresh ; but it must be 
remembered that, when gas lime is used in 
its fresh state and alone, it will certainly 
prevent all the growth of the grass for "a 
time and, apparently destroy it, but after a 
short period there will be a most abundant 
growth. 

If intended as a manure for grass or clover 
lands it should he exposed a few weeks to 
the air and frequently turned over ; it then 
may-lie applied alone, or it may be mixed 
with sand or soil , aud after a few turnings 
applied to the land. 

A very economical and profitable way of 
using this lime would be to sprinkle a por¬ 
tion on the dunghills once or twice a week : 
by this means tho dunghill manure would 
be rendered much more valuable, as a very 
large portion of the ammonia which is now 
lost from dunghills would be saved. It 
should be remarked here that, if quicklime 
were thus used, its action would be injuri¬ 
ous, as it always drives off tire atmnotiia. 

The following account of the use of gas 
lime, by Mr. John Haworth, of Falinge, near 
Rochdale, and the results that followed, can¬ 
not fail to instruct and interest the farmer. 
Mr. Haworth writes ! 

“ Some twenty yeurs ago 1 beeame occu¬ 
pier of about a dozen Lancashire acres of 
iand at Roach-house, which land by its pre¬ 
vious occupier had been completely run out 
or exhausted from continually taking crops, 
and niggardly, or perhaps not at all, return¬ 
ing to mother earth any part of what she 
had been anuuaify despoiled. I set about 
discharging the debt,determined to renovate 
and restore the barren soil to fruitfulness.” 
Mr. Haworth here states his general plan of 
farming, and then says :—“ As tfae land for 
several years bail been covered with a very 
liberal allowance of farm-yard manure I 
conceived a change necessary. 1 deter¬ 
mined to try lime in lieu of manuring tor a 
season. Not that l ever looked u ion lime 
as a manure but rather as a stimulant.” 

“Instead of using pure quick-lime I ac¬ 
cepted an offer made to me to purchase the 
whole of the so-called ‘refuse lime’ of the 
gas company. This was largely made into 
compost heaps jwith soils, weeds, and any 
decaying vegetable substances, hut more 
particularly with peat or bog earth dug on 
the farm, turned over and laid upon the 
land in i very short and friable state. In 
some cases ‘twas found too pungent, by 
being used too new, and partially browned 
and destroyed the green herbage. As an 
experiment, so late as AnTil an acre was 
thinly covered from the cart as brought from 
the gas works ; this, as anticipated, killed 
every blade of grass and became as brown 
as a ploughed field, and no crop could be 
taken off itin Jmjc (haytime,) but in August 
it produced the heaviest crop of grass I ever 
saw cut, proving that- in no ease of using 
this supposed dangerous article did the roots 
suffer, whilst its results when properly ap- 
plied exceeded all tny past experience witli 
farmyard manure. The next year nothing 
was applied to the land but bushing and 
roling, and yet similar crops, sav two crops, 
each year. I coveted every inch of the 
.ground with the lime, including kitchen gar¬ 
den, and took equal to five crops of grass, 
and yet kept the land much more healthy 
pnd*productive than the Jam! of like quality 
around me. As 1 have before said, bog 


earth is an excellent materia! for composts, 
and so is any other dry earth, old hedges, 
fine coal ashes, burnt or charred sawdust, 
charcoal, and perhaps nothing better than 
soft burnt on roasted clay,” 

A part of the action of gas lime is doubt¬ 
less attributable to the free ammonia held in 
it, but this by exposure Soon evaporates, 
It is the ammonia that destroys the herbage 
when it is used fresh, as it exists ill.rite strong¬ 
est state in the gas lime, in rite state of vapor,' 
the action of the lime being to throw it off'. 
In this state it is Caustic: it burns or dissolves 
tlte herbage.

- Cob and Corn Meal. 

The eotn-cob has generally been considcr- 
-cd worthless to the farmer, except for fuel 
and manure. Lately, however, it has been 
customary with some tu grind it into meal 
with the corn—machines for this purpose 
having been invented which operate with 
admirable success, and enable the farmer to 
convert his refuse coni, with his cobs, into 
excellent meal, without the expense or fatigue 
of shelling. I am persuaded that of all the 
Jute improvements that have suggested, no 
one is of more decided -practical importance 
to the farming interest than this. 

Jt i I presume, obvious to most reflecting 
tninils, that the cob of tudiau corn contains 
a targe amount of nutriment. The pith is 
replete w'w\> farina, and if ground, it furnish¬ 
es an article of which very excellent and 

salutary «bread .and puddings may he made. 

Why, then should not the same article be 
valuable for fattening swine, neat cattle, and 
other domestic animals ? A dough made of 
corn and cob meal is a valuable food for fat¬ 
tening poultry. The meal itself will sustain 
working oxeii aud horses under circumstan¬ 
ces of severe and protracted exposure If 
any person questions the truth of these as¬ 
sertions. let hint reduce them at once to tile 
test of experiment, aud he will soon find 
them true, and be led to rejoice in fhe dis¬ 
covery, as it will, with care anil attention, on 
his part, enable him to make a very impor¬ 
tant saving in the expense of keeping his 
animals, and especially those which require 
graining, to enable them to perform'their 
accustomed task on the farm, or on the road. 

And here, sir, allow me to suggest that 
common hay, together With all the other 
articles ordinarily used for feeding neat cat¬ 
tle, would be vastly improved in value if re¬ 
duced by grinding. 1 have no doubt that a 
meal made of hay, or even of cornstalks, 
would possess sufficient additional value 
over and above the taw material to defray 
the expense, and 1 have no question that be¬ 
fore many years, hay ground, or hay-meal, 
if it is not too absurd to use such a term, 
.will-he as common a's Indian meal or rye 
meal now is. 1 iiave some facts to commu¬ 
nicate hereafter in reference to this matter, 
which 1 think will he interesting to your 
readers. We are in the “midst of a revolu¬ 
tion” in farming affairs, and are beginning 
to look around ns with our eyes open for 
the light, I trust.

Mice in Apple Trees- 

Every winter we hear more or less com¬ 
plaint of the ravages of mice, which often 
congregate around the roofs of young-apple 
and other fruit trees, the hark of which sup¬ 
plies them with food. 1 have, known large 
nurseries, and even extensive orchards of 
young trees, utterly ruined by these vermin, 
and without the injury being suspected till 
the snow melted, and exposed it to view. -\ 
young trees ivtiten no is creBTrwiff nrifresdiv- 
irtg, that a few hours’ work, in the com¬ 
mencement of the season, will be sufficient 
to insure security to his plantations. All 
that is necessary is to stamp down the first 
snows, compactly aud firmly about the roots, 
so ns to prevent the riiice penetrating it to 
reach the trunk ; or, if. this is not done, to 
make a wooden box, four inches square, and 
about two feet long, and enclose the trees in 
it before die snow falls. Either of these 
measures will be found an effectual prevetf 
tive of the evil, and is so simple, that no one 
who does not attend to it should complain if 
his nurseries are spoifed. Germantown Tele¬ 
graph. 

Beginning of the Post Office Department. 

The Publishing Committe of the Massa- 
sachusetts historical Society have published 
some very interesting Documents, from the 
Journal of the Legislature of that Colony, in 
regard to the origin of- the Post Office de¬ 
partment. A history of the Post Office iu 
this conntryfrom its small beginningin Bos¬ 
ton, upwards of two hundred years ago, to 
its present expanded and important relations, 
would be extremely interesting. We have 
condensed some of these documents, aud 
present a few extracts : the first is under date 
of 1639. 5th 9 mo. “For preventing the 
miscarriage of letters,—it is ordered that 
Richard Fairbanks his house in Boston, is 
the place appointed for all letters, which are 
brought from beyond the seas, or are to he 
sent thither:—are tojj be bro’tfunto him 
aud he is to take care, that they he delivered, 
or sent according to their directions, and he 
is allowed for every such letter Id. and must 
answer all miscarriages through his own 
neglect iu this kind ; provided that no man 
shall be eompelled to bring bis letters thith¬ 
er except bee please.” 

The above is the first gertn pf the legisla¬ 
tive connexion with the care and forward¬ 
ing of the letters, that is to lie found in the 
Massachusetts Achieves. 

1674.—Ordered, “that every person sent ! 
upon the publike service of the country, | 
shall be allowed by the Treasurer, after the I 
rate of 3d. a mile to the place to which’ he | 
is sent, in money, as full satisfaction ofhorse 
and mao. And no inholder shall take of any 
such messenger or others travayling upon 
public, service more than 2s. per bushall for 
Oates and 4d. far hay, day and night.” 

1677.—Several merchants of Boston com¬ 
plained to the General Court, of the loss of 
their letters, “whereby merchants especially, 
with their friends and employers in foraigne 
pacts are greatly damnified,” and requested 
that some discreet persons be appointed “to 
sett the prices on letters, aud see to their 
faithful oare and delivery.” 

1693. —An Act was passed, fixing th 6 pos¬ 
tage from Boston to New York at 12 pence; 
the Post was extended from New Hampshire 
to Virginia, “above five hundred miles,” and 
the postage of a letter the whole distance 
was Is. 9d. The postmaster was directed 
“upon the in of every post, to mark every 
letter with a print, to -show the day of the 
month aud the year when every letter came 

1694. —The Postmaster at Boston com¬ 
plained that “the charges of his Post Officp 
werethrfee the income,” aiitl prayed that 


a salary might be settled on him. .modestly 
hinting that the postmaster at New York, 

“ had had settled on him £50 per annum for- 
three years. 

1<©5.—No salary having been granted as 
desired above, the Postmasteragain, “find¬ 
ing so small encouragement by letter, that it 
will not countervail of the charge thereof.” 
Twenty Five pounds per annum was grant- 
; ed, lor two years.” 

“1703.—The irregularity of the mails, 
after all, appears to he an old story. This 
year, it was complained, that “often letters 
from Connecticut Colony are carried to Pis- 
calaqua, (N. H.) and put into the office there 
Some weeks and months after being written 
and sent, and at last came f om .Piscataqua 
to Boston ; on the Contrary, letters from Pis- 
caioquS came in five Western nliFit.” For 
want of legislative aid, “the Post Office is 
now rendered very precarious', 1 ’ aud “unless 
speedily and effectually supported, secured, 
and advanced, by an Act of this Great and 
General Court, it must necessarily fail and 
come to nothing.” 

1706—Postmaster applies for a renewal 
of his salary ;and for assistance in “printing 
of the Weekly Inteligencer.” fAllusioq i3 
here made to the Boston News Letter, a paper 
published by John Campbell, Postmaster, 
nd commenced April 24ih 1704; the.first 
paper in North America.) Thirty pounds 
was voted, “in full of bis service to the pub¬ 
lic unto this day.” 

1709.—A petition from the Postmaster to 
the Governor, says, “the being of a Post 
Office saves the country above £150 per an¬ 
num, which they must needs pay for expres¬ 
ses, besides tlte charge of weekly sending 
your Excellency’s letters to Roxbury, in 
times of snow and rain.” 

1711.—Another petition from the Post¬ 
master fqr salary, anti for assistance in pub¬ 
lishing his paper, of which “he cannot vend 
250 copies of one impression.” 

1714.—Notice was given that “a post 
would start from Boston to New York once 
a fortnight.” 

1760.—It was enacted, “that a carrier he • 
etnployedto ride.from Rostn to Albany, 
and hack again once every fortnight, during 
the present campaign, to carry the public 
despatches, and to carry letters to and from 
the soldiers in the service of the Province.” 

1769.—David Hyde stated that tie had 
been '•‘employed Uy the Selectmen of Boston 
to carry Expresses to the Selectmen of other 
towns in the Province, and had thought 
himself obliged, in faithfulness to his em¬ 
ployers, to ride from Belchertown, to Mon¬ 
tague on the 28th of September, being Lord’s 
Day ; for which he had been brought before 
the Court of Sessions, convicted, and sen¬ 
tenced to pay a line of 10s. and cost. 18s. 
which, with loss of time, had been a consid¬ 
erable damage as well as trouble to your pe¬ 
titioner.” He prayed for redress, which the 
Legislature declined giving. 

1774. —The curtain was now slowly rising 
to the solemn drama of the Revolution. The 
Committee of Correspondence of Bostou 
wrote to a similar body in Salem, -“on the 

1775. —“The Provincial Congress take 
the concerns ofthe Massachusetts Post Offic¬ 
es into their own hands. The Committee 
of Safety recommended an establishment of 
Post Riders between the Massachusetts for¬ 
ces aud in the town of Worcester ; also that 
the Colony Congress take such orders as 
they may think proper, to'prevent any town 
or district taking any notice of his Excellen¬ 
cy General Gage’s precepts for calling a 
General Assembly.” 

Trouble about Wigs a Century ago. 
“May 17 th, 1752. Tho members of the 
second church met to deal with our brother 
Richard Bartlett for the following reasons: 

‘First, our said brother refuses comtinin- 
iou with the church for no other reason but 
because the pastor wears a wigg, and be¬ 
cause the church justifies him in it, setting 
up his own opinion iu oposition to the 
church, contrary to .that humility, whjch be¬ 
comes a Christian. 

‘Second, and farther in an unchristian 
manner he censures and condemns both pas¬ 
tor and church as anti-Christian on the afore¬ 
said account and lie slicks not from time to 
lime to assert with the greatest assurance 
that all who wear wiggs, unless they repent 
of that particular sin before they die, will cer¬ 
tainly be damned, which we judge to be a 
piece of of uncharitable and sinful rash¬ 
ness.’ 

This, opposition to wigs was not peculiar 
to Mr. Bartlett, though he was probably one 
ofthe last who took so decided a stand 
against that article of dress.—From their 
first introduction in New England, till the 
tyranny of fashion Iqid sanctioned their al¬ 
most universal use, the wearing of wigs 
had been violently opposed by our fathers, 
who considered the manner of wearing the 
hair as a subject of grave aud serious con¬ 
sequence. Ill many places in Judge Se- 
wall’s diary, he alludes to this subject. I 
make a few extracts : 

‘1685, September 15 th. Three admitted to 
the Church, two wore periwigs.’ 

T696. Mr. Situs told me ofthe assaults 
he had made on periwigs, seemed to be in 
good sober sadness.’ 

‘J697. Mr. Noys of Salem wrote a trea¬ 
tise eu periwigs,’ &c. 

‘1704, January. Walley appears iu his 
wig having cut off his own hair.’ 

1708, August 20th. Mr. Cheeper died. The 
Welfare of the province was much upon his 
heart. He abominated periwigs.’ 

The venerable John Elliott, the apostle 
to the Indians, believed that the sufferings 
endured by the people of Massachusetts in 
Phillip’s war, were inflicted on them as a 
judgement from heaven for wearing wigs ! 

Eveq the mambe.es of the society of 
Friends, were troubled with the wig ques¬ 
tion. From the minutes of the monthly 
meeting, I make the following extracts : 

‘1721. Mvember WStfr. At this meeting we 
received an account from y e quarterly meet¬ 
ing, in which we are desired to consider the 
wearing ofrvriges; awd give In xnn* joffgjueijt , 


. of the next quarterly meeting, to be held at , 
Salem.’ 

1721. December 21 st. Hampton. The 
matter above mentioned eonsaming ye wear¬ 
ing of wigges was discoursed, and'it was 
concluded by this meeting 'yet ye wearing of 
exlravegent superflues wigges is altogether con¬ 
trary to iru’h.’

This 
institution is'one of the great aids of those 
who are engaged throughout the city in the 
work of temperance and reform. Yet not 
one in ten of them are aware of its existence, 
or if they are they do not appreciate the ad¬ 
vantage to their proteges enough to encour¬ 
age them to deposit all their spare change 
every week in the Sixpenny Savings Bank. 
When this one has proved itself successful, 
we shall have them all over the citv, gath¬ 
ering tip and saving from Waste many a 
hard earned dollar. At our visit we noticed 
more than one wife ofa hard working hus¬ 
band, who could keep sober all the week 
while employed, but who could not resist 
the temptations to spend his money on 
Sunday. 

A great portion of the deposits made 
while we Were present, were by boys often 
to' sixeen years old, who bore evident marks 
of having just received their money for the 
weeks work. In several cases it was brought 
in the parcel as they received it, and it gave 
us a deal of pleasure to see the depositor 
count out the sum actually necessary to re¬ 
serve for his board, &c., to a shifting, depos¬ 
iting the balance.
